Life Near Nature 


In our zeal to onswer the cail of the wild, 
we bad spurned such thegant hostelres af Lake 
Cresent Lodge and Kesemary Inn. That we 
achiewel a chise relationship with the ebe- 
ments, fine of cur family will ever deny. 

Radiating out from our bose in the “iwi 
Valley, we embarked on a full program of ee- 
Ing, studvinw, and exploring this wp-aned-cdown 
work! of patural wonders. There was tlie 
extracrdinary rain forest, half a day's drive 
Io the weet, Alone the paroncding Paciiic tere 
wis a long, narrow strip of park land some 
af it eo primitive ane] litth explored that ws 
late as 1054 the werldl’s largest weeterm rec 
cedar woe fend there, with o girth of 64 
feet and 1 inch (opposite }. 

There were the boi mineral springs. lure 
to fathers, cradked high in the Elwha and 
Soleduck Vallevs: there was inky-liliwe Lake 
Crescent with its sentinel Storm Kine men- 
Luin on the parks north side. Anil elpnst 
everywhere in the park below 5.000 feet Livere 
were the miles of forest —Linuelas tiv. Stika 
spruce, western red cedar, western heniluck. 
and atlher such giants. Laced through thee 
loresis were plunging Streams aawl cascuching 
Tivers—iun aneler’s pramiudtse. 

There were the hers of Roosevelt elk which 
i Disney fim recently made famous, the deer, 
the murat. ihe mountain teaver, the bear, 
and) nemerins ober species of wildlile that 
roum the Olvmpics unmolested. “Phere was 
the Enchanted Valley, in the scuthero district 
it the park, with its perpendicular walls anel 
spectacular walerfalls. 

Finally there was the hich eountry with its 
ptaks. 1s perpetual snows. ts jewellike Ikes. 
ks scouring ¢luciers—<all of which, when he 
sivhted it from the sea in 1788, impressed the 
English navigator John Meares as a home 
befitting the ancient deities. The highest of 


lhe cliatickeal pewks Meares named Alount 
Olympus (pie 124). 

The Olympic Peninsula @ as wousunl in 
climate as it is geographically and botanirally. 
Moisture-laden winds pouring in Tram the 
‘acthe are deBected upward by the massive 
OClvmpic peaks. The resulting minfall on 
the western slopes reaches 140 inches a year. 


aml on the beivghts around Meunt Olymons 


Preipiiatiogn is estimated to attain the amaze 
lm annual datul of 250 pnches, 

So thoroughly are the Pacific wlads relleved 
mm their watery faad that by the time thew 
reach the northeastern ade of the peninsula 
they are neatly dry, and irrigation of farm 
Crus bs We eSSHry.
